Various media news: Phantom 2040 will be a weekly animated series 
next fall, with the voices of Scott Valentine, Margot Kidder, Mark Hamill, 
Ron Perlman, based on Lee Falk's comicstrip that started in the 1930s. 

An animated 6-part mini-series based on The Tick comicbook will start on 
The Fox Network Saturday mornings in March. "The Tick is an off-beat 
comedy-adventure series about a super-hero for the 90s. He isn't the 
brightest or most powerful but he's a determined crime fighter. A film 
remake of FORBIDDEN PLANET is scheduled to begin in London in May. Cast 
hasn't been announced yet. SF author William Gibson has written the screen- 
play for a film version of his JOHNNY MNEMONIC. Cast includes Dolph Lund- 
gren and Christopher Lambert.
